Call daily ata specified time. If the party does nt respond after three 
attempts, someone would be assigned to follow up. The Arl. Housing 
Authority has approved 50% ($2500) of the amount required to set up the program. 

Harry moved to allocate $2500 from the special Gift Fund fora one-time 
contribution to the program; Shirley seconded. 

Harry moved that we approve the expenditure of $2500 from the Special 
Gift Fund for the RUCK Program to the Police Department with the condition 
That the program be reviewed and reported on to the Council after one year of
